Healthv breathing is to-day a rarity.

knowledge of music an accomplish- 
ment and uo one will deny that it is 
a graceful ana a useful accomplish- 
ment. The study of music is elevat- 
ing in its effects. It does much for the 
disposition aud for the character. 


What is the real vital mission of the 


public school 'i Is it not to do for the 
children as a whole what they will 
find all in all beneficial through life. 
Music should have a place iu every 
school for rich aud poor alike. We 
find the greatest talent lies among the 
poorer class, whose parents cannot af- 
ford to give them musical advantages. 
Why not give them this opportunity 
as a start which might lead to greater 
possibilities. Let music take its place 
eide by side with spelling, reading and 
arithmetic and other branches. The 
teacher can do as good work with the 
rudiments .of musical .instructions as 
ehe can arith other subjects.

The Value of Music iu the Training 


of Character! 


Music of all the flue arts is said to 


be the most highly perfected. It has 
reached this place through long years 
of development. 
For Music is prob- 


ably the oldest of the fine arts. Gene* 
sis, which records the earliest knowu 
traditions of the race, iu its fourth 
chapter refers to music. Jubal we ate 
told was the father of all such as 
handle the harp and the organ. 


Poetry, is music using language as 


the means of its expression. And poe- 
try is as old as the race. All primi- 
tive speech is instinct with poetry. 
The desert bards who flourish iu 
Bedotiiu tribes today are the survivors 
of those early singers who weie the 
spokesmen, uewsbearers and histori- 
ans of the unlettered people. The tri- 
bal poet gathered in one great epic all 
the heroic legends and traditions of 
his tribe. Aud the*e were appropri- 
ated, added to, and adorned by his 
successors. Iu the estimation of those 
wilderness children the bard's gift 
was from heaven. 


Bo it transpires that all the litera- 


ture of that early time which later de- 
velopment has petrified in written Ian 
guagt, poetry, the language of song. 
Soberer second thought gives us prose; 
for "prose is poetry cooled down." 


Harmony i» the other form of musi- 


cal expression. Through all the years 
since the deys of Jubul this has grown 
to its present highly perfected stste 
The greatest mechanical skill, the 
noblest thought, and the most evident 
Inopfration have conspired to give us 
Ibis art In its present state, 


the while. 


On a broad basis it is true that good 


moral health must have first good 
physical health: a sound mind in a 
sound body. The practice ot singing 
therefore by developing good health, 
lays a strong foundation for good 
character. 


Music develops both the intellectual 


and emotional natures, "in some im- 
portant respects furnishing a disci- 
pline of these that cannot easily be 
matched 
bv any study 
whatever." 


What 1 have said about music as the 
product of thot inspiring to thought, 
applies here. Good music has remark- 
able power to provoke high and noble 
sentiments. Indeed music is a medi- 
um of sentiment expression for -which 
we know no other means of utterance. 
Through melody soul speaks directly 
to soul sentiments transcending words. 
Here is a channel for transmission of 
the greatest elements affecting charac- 
ter formation. 


The study of music calls into play 


all the richest heart life. The inter- 
pretation and effective rendering of a 
great song reveals greatness In the 
singer. For, as Ruskin says. "If you 
have any soul worth expressing it will 
show itself in your song.'' 


Harmony is the muse of soul-anguish 


and soul-exultation. Madame Srtni- 
man-Henick had crooned lullabies in 
tutu to her slxsAabes, in sunny hours 
of nealth and In shadow of deep af 
flit t ion, and had gained that richest 
treasure the world produces, mother- 
sympathy, mother-love, before she dis- 
covered that she had a voice that 
could thrill the world. A beautiful 
Parisian prima donna with a perfect 
voice, never really sang until her 
heart was broken by a pretending ad- 
mirer. These, joy and agony, the ar- 
tists that fasbion and adorn charac- 
ter, having worked In the lives of the 
singer are transmitted by melody to 
the hearer, developing in him sweet- 
ness and depth by means of another's 
anguish or joy. 
What are we fur- 


nishing in our school curriculum to 
touch like this the springs of the heart 
and delicately fashion and perfect the 
character of our youth? 


Music has transforming power as 


proved by its ability to purge and up- 
Ht'e whole r-omnninities. 
It can lift 


above the common and baser things 
of life. It dispels cave and calms the 
disordered brain. It harmonizes dis- 
contented parties and makes all one 
in spirit. The knowledge and prac- 
tice of music is a power for the com- 
mon v.-eal. 


Again, song is a fast friend of pa- 


triotism. 
Under the inspiration of 


the strain, "We Are Coming Father 
Abraham 
Six 
Hundred 
Thousand 


Strong," the youth and strength of our 
land were gathered to their countr's 
defense. The Marseillaise, what a 
sentiment it has Inspired for France! 
Wlial battles it has won! Tt may be 
said that no means of arousing the 
spirit of patriotism in our children 
has been discovered equal to music in 
the schools, for "Music has always 
shown, itself remarkably potent to de- 
termine the moods and the actions of 
those who yield to its influence." 


Ideals play a large part in the

Truly "Praise Is comely for the up- 
rirht." The public worship of the 
Church should abound in uplifting 
music. 


In those communities where music 


is taught, beginning with the children 
marked results are noticeable in the 
singing of the Church and In the gen 
eral tone of the religious life.

Cigarette. 


The special commute of the Par 


ents-Teachers' Association on the sale 
of cigarettes reported that they hai 
visited all dealers in cigarettes in the 
town and given them copies of the 
law forbidding the sale to anyone nn 
der 21 years of age. That in all but 
a few cas<=s they were received most 
courteously and that the dealers ex- 
pressed themselves anxious and wil- 
ling to co-operate with the association 
to prevent illegal sales. They told of 
troubles they have constantly in the 
matter of sales, one dealer saving af- 
ter refusing a boy his father came in 
ind bought several packages of ciga- 
rettes and going out to the boy gave 
him half of his purchase. 
That the sale of cigarettes to children 
is a growing evil is demonstrated by 
the number of boys, many of them 
very small, who can be seen on rur 
streets daily smoking cigarettes. The 
subject needs attention at the hands 
of the teachers and the words of an 
employer of hundreds of men In -an ex 
perience of 25 years on ih«-> •subject 
should have great weight" with «hil 
dren. He says: 


"Never advance the pay of a ciga- 


rette smoker—never promote, never 
depend upon him, for the time will, 
surely come when you will rue the day 
you ever placed him in a position 
where he can plague you by doing 
those things which he ought not and 
by leaving undone those things he 
should have done. For the cigarette 
habit no argument can possibly be 
made. 
Cigarette 
smoking 
is not 


periodic—it is continuous—a slow, in- 
sidious, sure poison. The cigarette 
smoker becomes a defective, a physi- 
cal, mental and moral defective. In 
preparing a culture bed for vice germs 
do not omit cigarettes. Cigarettes stu- 
uet'y the conscience, deaden the brain, 
place the affections in abeyance and 
bring the beast to the surface. The 
burning of tobacco and paper together 
in proximity to the saliva distils a 
subtle chemical puison that has its 
sure effects even noon the strongest 
constitution. The 
habit 
evolves a 


stage of fever and unrest, wandering 
of mind accompanied by a loss of 
moral aud mental control. And final- 
ly a flahbiness of tissue results from 
taking the smoke into the bronchial 


between crime and time te a very 
ha*y proposition to the clgarettlst.

We can 


not reach the height of intellectual 
training until we train the he;><l and 
the hand. There la no finer t/ce of 
manhood than that found mion,; the 
Hebrews. 
The Hebrew child was ed 


ucated by all the festivals that swung 
into his life, for the child is ed'jr-ated 
by every influence that comes to tear 
upon the child. About 450 B. C., came 
the education by the scribes aid in 
the synagogues. The Hebrew teacher 
gave to the student what the .student 
wanted to learn, and then required 
him to reproduce to the t<M.eher wl at 
he had been told and in exactlv the 
same tone, the dryest kind of teach- 
ing imaginable.

books in those days nuu-y iloc-Ved to 
the synagogue to be instructed 
The 


first schools for children were estab- 
lished about 200 B. C. There was one 
teacher for 25 children and no people 
ever respected teachers more.

ried cue.

The boy 
deserves the honest treatment that is 
given the adult, but rarely gets it. We 
must teach the lesson that it is weak- 
ness to display temper and then we 
must guard ourselves.
